effective counter-offensive, it has been able

ress appears to have, been made, The con 
élusion, which Reuter’s special correspondent 
in Moscow draws, to the effect that the 
situation has considerably improved in the 
southern sector of the front seems in the cir 
cumstances to be fully justified, but it will 
bbe as well to remember that many days of 
severe fighting will have to ensue before it 
‘will be-possible to estimate exactly what the 
Germans have been able to achieve by this the 
fifth treat onslaught since the commencement 
‘of the invasion. What Is clear is that the 
Russian resistance during the past sixteen 
weeks has completely upset German plans. 
‘There are indications that they, had hoped to 
complete at least the major part of the cdm= 
paign before winter, and the haste with which 
they are now trying to mobilize heavy cloth 
ing on a vast scale shows that there has been 
‘serious misaaleutation. 

Tn that connection’ the Russian troops will 
loubtless be fully equipped for fighting in the 
Snows. With vast stocks of winter clothing 
‘and equipment suitable for meeting changed 
conditions. which the winter will bring, to- 
gether with their native ability to endure low 
temperatures, it may be readily understood 
that they wilt be in a position considerably 
to harass the Germans, who will suffer every 
inconvenience owing to the length of the lines 
of their-commuications and the necessity for 
fighting guerrilla warfare for which the Rus. 
sians are pecullarly’ adapted. In fine the 
anxieties which were felt during the past few 
‘weeks recarding the situation in Russia have 
not yet entirely passed away. but there is now 
certainly less reason for pessimism than there 
‘was following the fall of Kiev. ‘The enorm- 
+ us resources which the Russians possess in 

ower permit of the rapid reformation 
of thelr worsted armies, and it is apparent 
that they have been availed of to reestablish 
the forces in the south. “More hard knocks 
are sfill to be expected before the winter 
blizzards set in but it does not appear at all 
likely that the Germans will be able to secure 
fa decisive victory from this latest offensive. 











































THE ORCHESTRA AGAIN 
Oct 8. 


Of all the many attacks which have been 
made upon the Shanghai Municipal Orches- 
tra, and there have been many during the 
Nast twenty years, that which correspondents 
have made within the last few days is prob- 
ably the most Impressive. The late Dr. W.-E. 
O'Hara, shortly before his death, raised the 
‘question of the retention of the orchestra in 
the ight of very definite hospital require- 
ments for the poor, and correspondents to 
this journa) have returned to the charge. It 
has to be admitted that'so long as the de- 
stitute are unable to obtain medical and hos~ 
pital treatment the maintenance of an orches- 
fra, especially in times like these is an un- 
Warranted luxury. If the community as a 
whole were carrying out Its duties to the poor 
and under-privileged, and were then able to 
afford the services of a highly capable, pro- 
fessional orchestra there would appear to be 
ttle reason why it should not have one. But 
correspondents contend that that is not the 
fease and that continuance of the services of 
the Orchestra cannot now be justified. 

‘There is much indeed to support that view. 
Already there is very considerable distress in 
Shanghal. "It may confidently be expected to 
imerease unless a stop can be put to the ever- 
F of living. ‘That does not at 
the -moment appear to be likely, and there 
‘must be general agreement with the argu~ 
ment that the time has come for’ a recon~ 
sideration of the situation. ‘The contention 
‘may be advanced that the half a million dol~ 
Tars, which it is reported the Orchestra is now 
costing the ratepayers, would not go a very 
fong way towards ‘alleviating the great 
amount of distress which prevails in Shang- 
hal, With that view there will doubtless be 
complete agreement, but those arguing in 
favour of abolition ‘of the orchestra would 
‘doubtless retort that conditions being what 
they are, and suffering being so widespread, 
there cannot be the slightest justification 
for continuing to maintain a luxury which 
gives @ certain amount of enjoyment to-a 
Yery small proportion of the people who live 
in Shanghai 

‘The plea has’ not been revived yet, but it 
Is a very common one, that if the Orchestra 
were abolished Shanghai would lose the only 
vestige of culture left to it. ‘The realists, and 
those: who. fully comprehend the ugliness of 
the present situation, will reply that culture 
does nothing fo fill empty bellies. and of those 
there are daily thousands in the streets of 
Shanghai. When It {s reported ‘hat last 
‘month over 2,800 dead bodies, of which more 
‘han 2,000 were children were picked up in. 
the streets of this city only the slightest in- 
Aication of the prevalent misery is given. 
Incidentally it might be pointed out that the 
seating accommodation of the Lyceum Theatre, 
‘amounting to about 720 places, is such that if 
It were full at every performance for a month. 
the total attendance would be very few more 
than ‘the destitute dead picked ‘up during 
September, Weigh those two facts together 
fand It. becomes. apparent that those who 
desire the abolition, or at the least temporary 
suspension of the orchestra have. very much 
of a case in their favour, especially as the 
number of dead to be picked up may be ex- 
pected to increase during the winter. 

How those favouring abolition can_ best 
bring thelr case before the Provisional Coun-. 
jell is a matter which needs consideration. 
‘That body has had delegated to it all the 
powers vested in the ratepayers in annual 
[meeting assembled, and they are under no 
obligation whatever to call such a meeting. 
Tn the circumstances the rupporters of the 
lOrchestra are rather more firmly entrenched 
than they have ever been before, and it is 
possible that only by an overwhelming de- 
monstration of public opinion, favouring the 
abolition of the orchestra, and the diversion 
lof the money so saved towards the relief of 
the destitute that anything is likely to be 
done. ‘There also remains the question of 
whether if that were effected the Provisional 
Couneit would be, justifed in diverting that 
money to charitable purposes, though pos- 
sibly in the present unprecedented situation 
‘that should -not be allowed to weigh too 
heavily upon that body. It needs, however, 
to be emphasized that the ratepayers, when 
they had the matter entirely in their own 
hands failed to get rid of the Orchestra and 
the Provisional Council may very well be 
reluctant to take steps, which their con- 
stituents always had the power to take, but 
which they annually refrained from taking. 

















A TRICK UNMASKED

exchange of seriously wounded war prisoners, 
was closer to the mark, when he suggested it 
was a Irlek to obtain a’surcease from British 
bombing of western Germany, than appeared 
likely when he frst wrote his letter. ‘The 
whole episode now stands out quite clearly 
as another typical piece of Nazi perfidy, and 
there will be complete agreement witht the 
Sceretary of State for War in his declaration 
that the British Government was not pre- 
pared to risk being made the victim of a 
flagrant breach of faith on the part of the 
Germans, The negotiations for the exchange 
were based upon the international conven- 
tion relative to the treatment of prisoners 
‘ef war, which the present German Govern- 
ment has recognized as binding upon it. 
Article 68 provides that belligerents shall be 
required to send back to their own country, 
without regard.to rank or number, after 
rendering them in ft condition for transport, 





prisoners of war seriously ill, or seriously 
wounded. 


After carrying on negotiations on that basis 
for some weeks, the German Government 
‘announced that it was prepared to agree only. 
to a limited exchange on a numerical basis,” 
which is quite clearly against the intention 
of Article 68, apparently in a last-minute 
attempt completely to overthrow the pre~ 
viously-agreed basis for the repatriation 
schome. ‘The British Government very right- 
ly would have nothing to du with such a 
scheme.and has cancelled the sailing of the 
ships which already had on board Germans 
to be sent back to their own country. ‘The 
German explanation of their quite customary 
conduct admits the desire to change the basis 
‘of exchange from that provided for by the| 
international convention to a purely 
numerical " one,—head-for-head,—fout » con 
fended that the setback arose from the use of 
the whole incident for propaganda purposes, 
declaring “We must refuse to allow the ex- 
change of prisoners and interned women and 
children to be made the subject of pro~ 
paganda.”” That the facts concerning what 
was going on were published is not for one 
moment denied; that it was done quite pro- 
perly, however, is quite clear. 


‘The suggestion that in thie matter Ger- 
many preferred doing good by stealth is open 
toa number of interpretations, not the least 
interesting of which is the suggestion that 
so humane an act on their part as the re- 
Patriation of prisoners seriously il, would 
Tun so entirely against their already esta- 
blished reputation for the completest brutality 
that they feared the sarcasm which would 
inevitably result. If Burrisn Ex-Servicentan 
fs correct in his allegation that, during the 
exchange, bombing of Germany by the RAF. 
‘was {0 cease, and apparently it did for three 
or four days, then the real reason for German 
duplicity is exposed, permitting of the deduc- 
tion: that the Nazi Government would go to 
any lengths to secure even a temporary cessa~ 
tion of the heavy blows which the RAF, 
has been dealing out. ‘The whole incident, 
then, stands out merely as an_attempt by 
the Germans to overreach the British by @ 
humanitarian scheme which they were per- 
fectly sure the British Government would 
“fall for.” ‘To a certain extent they were 
successful, but fortunately it is very limited. 

‘The timing of these negotiations is im- 
portant. ‘Started some time ago, they were #0 
arranged that the exchange was to take place 
coincidental with the opening of the German 
drive for Moscow. ‘The temporary truce 
which the Germans were after would have 
provided them with an opportunity at Teast 
for a few days of concentrating the whole 
of thefr air force on the eastern front, and 
the attempt to secure an alteration in the 
basis of exchange was clearly designed to 
secure a prolongation of that truce. Tt was 
all very ingenious. too ingenious in fact, and 
directly the perfidy of the Nazis was ro- 
vealed the British Government naturally 
refused to go any further in the matter, and 
returned the German prisoners to shore. Tt 
is to be hoped that nothing. more wili be 
done in this matter until the fate of the 
Jatest onslaught on the Russian lines has 
[been brought to an end, and that nothing 
will be permitted to interfere with the ham= 
mering which it is hoped the RAF, will 
resume at the earliest possible moment. As 
far. as possible future negotiations are con- 
cerned, the incident should serve to con- 
vinee the British Government that any pro- 
posals emanating from Berlin need to be 
most closely scrutinized and dealt with on 
the assumption that German breach of falth 
is not a possibility, but always a distinct 
probability. 











THE ATLANTIC BATTLE 


Oct 9, 

‘Two interesting American statements in- 
‘atcate how the attle of the Atlantic is 
progressing, and both of them ro distinctly 
encouraging. Rear-Admiral Yates. Stirling. 
Jr, states that shippini losses for the Inst 
three months. ending in September. amounted 
to. a. monthly average of only 160.000 tons: 
[compared with an average of 472,000 for the 
previous quarter. That has been cor 
roborated by a declaration by Mr. Harold 
Tekes, U. S. Secretary of the Interior to the 
effect that’ “Owing to greatly diminished 
sinking: in the Atlantic, Britain believes it 
can, within a short period, release temporarily 
ten'to fifteen American tankers, which now 
are carrying ofl for Britain.” ‘There had been 
a transfer of between fifty and eighty tankers 
to Britain, but by reason of fewer sinkings 
and other benefits of the policies adopted by 
the United States, including the naval policy 
announced by the President, the return of 
some of these vessels to America had now 
een made possible. It follows that, with 
the assistance of the United States, Britain is 
holding her own in the Atlantic. and is very 
nearly in control of the situation, 

‘That statements such as these sive the He 
Airect to the fantastic claims of the German 
pronaganda machine is obvious, but that 
articular German activity has long been 
raved to be Incapable of the truth. Indeed 
it the Nazi claims were anywhere near correet. 
the British mereantile marine would long by 
now have disappeared. whereas Mr. Chur- 
chill, himself, has declared that there are 
‘every dav no fewer than two thousand vessels 
‘on the high seas, and four hundred within easy 
reoch of Great Britain. Admiral Stirling 
makes the point that. Hitler well knows that 
to win the Battle of the Atlantic he must 
accelerate tho destruction of shipping and so 
starve ont Great Britain. To do that he 
must build more and more submarines. Tt 
was. stated at the commencement of this 
maritime battle that he was throwing about 
two hundred submarines into the strugcle. 
How many of those have been destroyed has 
not, in accordance with British policy, been 
revealed, but the inference is justified that 
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the earlier success of the British Navy against. 
‘U-boats has been maintained, and increased 
‘as a result of the assistance which the United 
States is giving in doing everything to ensure 
that cargoes for Britain shall reach thelr 
destination. 

‘There can be no doubt that the American 
patrol of the Atlantic has proved a success 
‘antl the German submarines are being forced 





‘States possess other methods,—have not been 
disclosed, but figures which have been pub- 


Ushed concerning the damage done to shipping 
clearly indicate that they have been effica- 
cious. It is possible that during the winter 
‘weather conditions will help to impede U-boat 
activities, and that Hitler will devote those 
months to the further building up of his 
submarine fleet. With the spring, then a 
renewed onslaught may be expected, but there 
is no reason to believe that Britain and the 
United States together will not ultimately be 
able to secure control of the situation as 
they did during the last war when eventually 
sinkings by submarines were reduced to a 
minimum. Be that as it may, announcements 
by Lord Woolton regarding the food situation 
in Britain are distinctly encouraging, and are 
clearly substantiated by the statements 
‘quoted above. 

As to future developments in the Battle 
of the Atlantic, Admiral Stirling speaks of 
positions such as Dakar, the Azores, the Cape 
Verde Islands and the Canaries which Hitler 
gan secure whenever he decides to invade 
Spain and Portugal, and force Vichy to give 
up its colonies. It does not seem that in 
these connections he will be able to effect 
anything In the nature of a sudden coup. and 
probabilities of Britain and the United States 
being able to forestall him are distinctly 
reat. Their seizure by Germany would un~ 
foubtedly have a very profound effect upon 
the Battle of the Atlantic, and it Is to be 
hoped that should those’ islands ever be 
menaced by Germany the democracies will 
act speedily and effectievly in thelr own 
Aefence. It would indeed be something of a 
nity, if in order to secure their own positions 
Britain ‘and the United States had'to take 
hostile ‘action against the possessions of 
countries at present neutral in this conflict, 
but the fact remains that, if those nations 
are to rotain thelr freedom, it 1s essential 
that Naziism shall be beaten, and that no 
false sentiment should be allowed to obscure 
that very apparent truth, 











REMINDER TO JAPAN 
Oct. 10, 

‘While no progress appears to have been 
made in connection with the exploratory 
talks which have been proceeding be~ 
tween Tokyo and Washington, it is pos- 
sible that the return of Mr, Kename 
Wakasugi, Japanese Minister-at-Large, | to~ 
the American capital may lead to further 
attempts to break down what is now a slale~ 
mate, At the same time, however, there can 
be no gainsaying the fact that the decision 
of Great Britain, the United States and the 
Netherlands exiled Government to stop all 
shipments of ofl to Japan must of necessity 
tend further towards the deterioration of 
the situation. ‘The decision does not in fact 
emount to very much more than what has, 
already been done, but it tightens up a state 
of affairs in which but meagre supplies of 
oll were reaching Japan from sources under 
the contro! of the three democracies. ‘This 
latest decision may, therefore, be taken as 
‘merely regularizing’ a condition which had 
‘already existed, completing the imposition 
of sanctions already in operation for about 
three months. 

Whether this will assist the German pres- 
sure which is being increasingly applied in 
Tokyo in an endeavour to get Japan to 
declare war upon the United States remains 
to be seen, Hitler is becoming more and 
more anxious as the days pass to get America 
into the war in the belief that, if that could 
be brought about, the great assistance which 
Is being given Britain and that which will 
shortly become available for Russia would 
be cut off because of American need to equip 
the forces of the western hemisphere. It 
does not follow that if the United States 
were involved in war such a result would 
inevitably follow, for the United States are 
fully prepared for any such struggle os a 
war with Japan would involve, and that at 
the very most all that would’ be likely to 
occur would be a slight diminution of the 
cet es (ARs sorwand: to, the Alties, 
Probably the intrigues of the Germans in 
Japan would have succeeded long ago it it 
‘were not for the fact that there are influential 
moderate clements in Japan’ who realize 
that the country, after four years’ struggle 
in China is inno real position, financially, 
economically and militarily to engage In a 
war with a first class Power. 

Hitler probably knows that just as well 
as other people, but it matters ‘not one fota 
to him whether’ that is so or not, so long as 
he can bend Japari to servo his own needs. 
It needs to be strongly emphasized that the 
only reason for the great display of German 
friendship for Japan is that the latter may 
by It be persuaded to draw some of Hitler's 
chestnuts out of the fire of his own making. 
The prospect of Japan being severely de- 
feated if she entered upon ‘any such nd- 
venture,—and there 1s a very distinct prob- 
ability ‘that that would occur,—welghs as 
nothing to Hitler“ against the’ benefits he 
imagines he would obtain if the United States 
were more deeply preoccupied in the Pacific, 
Fortunately the Japanese Government is stili 
preserving a cautious attitude, which cannot 











be'sald for the Japanese Press, ‘The latter 
seems intent upon’ beating the war drums 
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tempt to maintain a common desire 
in for hostilities. With the Japanese 
3s, controlled as it is, there may be con- 
siderable significance in the difference in 
its attitude from that of the Government. 

It it is thought in Tokyo that-the be- 
haviour of the Japanese newspapers di- 
plomatically strengthens the position of the 
¥apanese, Government with regard to the 
‘United States, it is about time that that idea 
was dispelled. ‘The three democracies united 
in the common defence of thelr interests in 
the Pacific are not to be scared by the pos- 
sibility of having to fight in this part of the 
world. ‘They would doubtless fight a defen~ 
sive war, for which they are in a wholly 
admirable position, and it may be said with 
the. utmost confidence that if Japan were 
so ill-advised as to submit to German pres- 
sure she would inevitably bring about her 
‘own ruination, ‘The complete stoppage of 
all oil shipments from the A-B-D group is 
in ‘effect no more than a reminder, and 
probably a timely one “at that, that the 
Uhree Powers are just as firmly ‘determined 
to brook no further interference with thelr 
rights and interests by Japan as they were 
nearly three months ago when they first 
began to impose sanctions.. If the Japanese 
Government can be brought fully to realize 
‘that tact, German intrigues i ‘Tokyo will 
fall; it it cannot then Japan may be led 
to its complete undoing. 

















THE DOUBLE TENTH 
Oct. 10, 

Today ‘the Chinese will be celebrating 
their national day, not perhaps in the best 
of circumstances, but, nevertheless, with the 
‘hope thatthe time will come when in full 
independence they will have control of 
the destinies of their country. During the 
last thirty years China has passed through 
many vicissitudes, the most Important of 
which has undoubtedly been the four-year 
old struggle with the Japanese. ‘The 
still to be decided, for though the 
have occupied a great portion of China, they 
have not succeeded either in destroying the 
Chinese National Government, or maintain~ 
ing any very considerable order in the prov~ 
inces which they have overrun. Indeed it 
may without exaggeration be said that the 
‘manner in which the Chinese have resisted 
and continue to resist the Japanese invasion 
has aroused the admiration of the whole 
‘world, and it speaks volumes for the spirit 
of the people that, ill-equipped as they are, 
they carry on the struggle with such remark- 

* able determination, 

‘That is, in all probability, due to the great 
change which came over the people follow- 
ing the.fall of the Manchus. It was slow in 
first showing itself, but from 1911 there was 
‘a gradual development of national conscious~ 
ness, which eventually brought about 
plote change of outlook with regard to 
‘as well'ag internal affairs. The many divi~ 
sions which prevailed throughout the country, 
especially during the evil days of the war 
lords, persisted until the second revolution 
‘when the Kuomintang, headed by Chiang Kai~ 
shek, started out from Canton in a campaign 
which was ultimately to put him ‘and his 
parly at the head of the state. It matters 
notinow how that movement was inspired, 
for the Kuomintang made it clear quite early 
‘after its establishment in Nanking that it 
intended to administer the affairs of the 
nation entirely in its own way. ‘The uni~ 
fication of the, whole country and the wiping 
out.of the war-lords gave early promise that 
the Chinese National Government was bent 
on the efficient administration of the affairs of 
China, and there can be little doubt that the 
government at Nanking was in many) ways 
far sunorior to that which had been establish 
ed in Peking, 

‘There was much for which the Kuomintang 
could be. and was criticized, but the reason~ 
able ‘view is that the new Government was 
very much of an experiment and had to feel 
tts way gradually. Tt was doing that until 
the Manchurian Incident of 1931, when Chiang 
Kai-shek’s administration was ‘scarcely four 
‘years old, when the seizure of Manchuria by 
‘the Japanese, and the events which sub- 
sequently occurred in China itself did much 
to bring about that degree of unity, which 
in 1937 was to create such a surprise for 
Japan’ and the world ot large, All reports 
‘emanating from unoccupied China indicate 
that ‘despite the disadvantages of war great 
changes are being effected amongst the Chi~ 
nese people. The local patriotisms ot th 
past are tiving place to a wider nation 
spirit, completely. altering the soul of the 
peonle and bringing about a degree of dis- 
cipline which would not have been believed 
possible but a few short years ago. | The 
great troubles through which China Is at 
present passing are contributing towards the 
‘creation of an entirely different people from 
those who witnessed the commencement of 
the first revolution. 

‘With the prevailing world-wide uncertain 
ties, it is, perhaps, idle to speculate as to what 
the’ future holds’ for China and its people. 
‘Much depends upon what happens elsewhere, 
but it can with justice be asserted that 
China, which has been rejuvenated, oddly 
enough, by repeated misfortunes, will not be 
denied’ that destiny which is rightly hers. 
‘An immense country, whose very size was 
‘responsible for the divisions of the past, 
‘has been welded Into one unanimous mass, 

imbued with a deep national spirit, and a 
determination to fight until complete freedom. 
is secured. In her struggle she has the 
sympathy of a very lorge part of the world, 
and is recelving assistance which should 
ensure continuance of the struggle until the

‘aggression as that which the Allies ore fight. 
ing inthe West, and the hope is expressed 
that not “many. ‘more anniversaries will be 
passed before China shall again become mis 
tress of her fate and take her place among 
the great countries of the world. 





GERMAN CLAIMS 
Oct. 11. 

If the German stories of what is happen- 
ing in Russia are to be believed the Rus- 
sian armies have by now becn completely 
onnihilated for the fourth time. Dr. Otto 
Dietrich, German Press chief, claims that 
Russia’s’ military destruction has been com- 
pleted, but, then, the German high command 
have done this so frequently that it Is becom- 
ing almost a habit. ‘The history of the past 
four months show that the Germans have 
consistently lied. In the first offensive the 
Stalin line was smashed in many places and 
in July it was declared that the road to Mos- 
cow had been forced open. Then Marshal 
Voroshilov's armies were said to be entrapped 
in Leningrad. The fact is that road and rail 
communication with the former Russian 
capital was still possible a day or so ago, and 
there is as yet no claim it has been cut. 
‘Marshal Budenny's armies were claimed to 
have been destroyed. It was even alleged that 
he had been executed. He is still in com- 
mand, and still able to make effective re- 
sistance to the forces of Marshal von Runstedt, 
which by now should have been in. the 
Caucasus if the German claims had been. 
correct. 

Dietrich in the midst of his boasting does 
i little hedging which may prove significant. 
“If we consider,” he says, “that the armies 
of Voroshilov are enclosed in Leningrad and 
the armies of Budenny practically. settled, 
there can be no doubt that the whole of the 
Soviet front is smashed.” If these claims 
‘were correct, something approaching Diet- 
rich’s conelusion would be probable, but 
based as it is on an important “if” ft may 
still be far too early to give them much heed. 
‘That the fighting in western Russia is severe: 
that the Germans have made some headway; 
and that the Soviet armies have been under- 
folng a considerable mauling, is to be assum- 
‘ed from the reports which have come to. 
hand, but there ls evidence that the German 
pincer-movement with which they sought to 
envelope Marshal Timoshenko’s. centre, in- 
stead of closing, shows a disposition to open. 
wider than before. The Russians are fight- 
ing with astounding bravery, and their power 
of recuperation which has already been dis- 
played in this campaign justifies the belief 
that they will continue to ‘wreak havoc upon 
thelr enemy. 

Dietrich secks to convince the world that 
the German losses are indeed small, by stat- 
ing that up to the present Germany's military 
casualties have been five per cent. of those 
suffered in the last war. ‘Then Germans kill- 
ed totalled 2,050,460, and wounded 4,202,028, 
and if Dietrich is correct, and he most ‘ob- 
viously, is not, then German losses so. far. 
amount only to about 102,600 killed and 210,. 
900 wounded. He may be able for the time 
being to delude his own people with such 
fantasies, but the outside world will accept 
‘uch statements with all the scornful disbelief 
they deserve. Hitler did not mention Ger- 
man casualties in his last speech simply, be- 
‘cause he dared not reveal their proportions, 
which quite clearly must be large, in view 
‘of the stern resistance of the Russians which 
the Germans themselves have emphasized in 
thelr communiques. Neither does Dietrich 
dare, though he goes further than his leader 
by making allegations which the latter was| 
far too astute to make. Tt is more than prob- 
able that the Russian claims in this respect 
‘aro more close to the facts than anything | 
which has been said by any Nazi official. 

It is clear from the foregoing that all Ger- 
man statements as to the progress of the 
Aehting and the damage inflicted upon the 
Russians need to be regarded with the utmost 
suspigion. No one for one moment would. 
Aeny the seriousness of the Russian posi- 
Mion, or the fact that this latest German 
offensive is on perhaps a greater scale than 
its predecessors. But Russian claims that 
where withdrawals have been made, they. 
have been in good order can be accepted as 
true in view of the fact that the Soviet Press. 
makes no attempt to minimize the serious- 
ness of the situation, one Red newspas 
going to the length of exhorting the citizens 
of Moscow to prepare themselves for a life 
‘nd death struggle. ‘The Germans may reach 
Moscow, but nless they can bring about the 
utfer annihilation of the Russian forces, and 
there are nothing but unsubstantiated 'Ger- 
man claims regarding that at the moment 
victory, will still not be theirs, The position 
today’s just about the same as when this 
‘offensive was opened, and as one commen- 
tator then remarked,’ if Germany loses this 
fight she loses. the war; if Russia meets with 
fa reverse, she will still be able to carry on.

Neither the gravity of the present drive by 
Hitler's seemingly inexhaustible columns on 
the central front, nor the flerceness of the 
‘steugyle on the shores of the Sea of Azov has 
been hidden from the people, At the same 
time, however, it is stressed that large Rus- 
sian reinforcements are being flung into the 
battle.” ‘Those few sentences give an ade~ 
quate idea of the frankness with which Mos- 
cow is telling the Russians and the world of 
the progress of the greatest battle in history. 

Yesterday was the eleventh day of the 
fAghting in which the Germans are attempting 
fo smash the centre of the Russian line and 
Jdrive thelr way to Moscow, to which it has 
to be admitted they are appreciably closer 
than when the offensive started, It has been 
fa very anxious week-and-a-half, and there 15, 
still cause for much anxiety. ‘But there Ig 
[consolation in the fact that the German com- 
muniques towards the end of last week were 
not s0 flambuoyant in fone, and that a de~ 
[gree of moderation, totally’ foreign to their 
‘boasting earlier in the week, has crept into 
{thelr:more recent announcements. “No more 
is heard of fantastic claims that the Russian 
armies have been annihilated. “There is rea- 
son to belfeve that they are fighting a stern 
rearguard action under the enormous pres 
sure which the Germans have been able to 
apply, and are inflicting casualties upon them 
{quite out of proportion to the mains they have 
made up to'the present. ‘That they are throw- 
ing every available resorve into the fray in 
order to give the Russians no rest is plain, 
‘but the expense must inevitably be great, 

‘How long they will be able to maintain 
their present tempo remains to be seen, but 
they cannot continue indefinitely, and it t 
engagement has not yet reached its climax 
It should not now be very far away: If be- 
fore that comes they have reached Moscow 
‘he feat they will have performed will indeed 
be imposing, and should have a good effect 
pon morat'in Germany, which while not 
had cannot be said to be'good, But German 
occupation of Moscow will not necessarily 
/mean the end of the war. » That eannot come 
‘until the ‘Russian armies have been  com- 
pletely crushed and there is no evidence 
whotever,— except extravagant German 
claims which no reasonable persqn will ac~ 
cent—to show that they have inflicted any 
ff the catastrophes which they so facilely al- 
Tege upon the Russian forces.

Another important and interesting point is 
that there has been, up to the present, no i 
dication that any of the Russian forces in 
Siberia have been recalled to European Russia, 
It will be remembered that it was part of 
Russian military plan to have the European 
nd Siberian armies as-two entirely separate 
units, ‘self-contained, and equipped to deal 
with their own problems. It ig unlikely that 
the Soviet would weaken’ their position in 
Siberia by reducing the army there to any 
qveat extent, but it is thought in some, quar- 
ters that a'certain proportion of men and 
material could be diverted fo Buropean, Ru 
sia should the situation demand. it. ‘That

MORE AID FOR RUSSIA 
Oct. 13, 

When Mr, Harry Hopkins, President 
Roosevelt's personal envoy to’ M. Stalin, 
called upon the Russian leader on July 36 
‘he carried a message from the President 
saying that “Anybody fighting Hitler any- 
where is on the right side, and will get. all 
possible aid. trom the United States.” “In 
sending that message Mr, Roosevelt. must 
have been sure that he had Congress behind 
him, and the action of the House of Re- 
prosentatives on Friday night, in passing the 
Lease and Lend Appropriation Bill by the 
overwhelming majority of 328 votes to 67, 
shows that at least that “body was with 
‘him, and supported the assurance given’ two 
months ago. The, measure, which, provides 
for an appropriation of $5,085,000,000 was 
‘approved by the House after it had success- 
fully battered down all attempts the change 
sections of the Bill, and an endeavour to bar 
the use of the fund for Russia, Representa- 
tive Rich, who sought to exclude Russia trom 
benefitting under the measure, declared that 
he wished to prevent the President tans- 
ferring one cent to any nation which practises 
‘communism. 

‘The Speaker replied that, while they too 
Toathed communism, Russia was opposing 
Hitler, while Representative Charles 1. Faddls 
declared “Whether we like it, or not. we owe 
a debt of gratitude to Russia.” What the 
‘Senate will do with the Bill, when they take 
it under consideration, probably next week 
will tell, but the chances are that, as Pres- 
ident Roosevelt has” so successfully inter- 
preted the sentiments of the majority of the 
members of the House, he will be equally as 
fortunate with the Senate, with the result 
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‘that the Bill should shortly be enacted. It 
may frankly be said that, if at such a 
juncture ns this the Bill had been defeated 
inthe House of Representatives, it would 
Indeed have been a serious blow to Russian 
‘moral, which, after being stimulated by the 
success of the Anglo-American-Russian con~ 
ference at Moscow, has sustained a hard 
Kmnock in the successes which the Germans 
have  sceured in. their latest offensive. 
Passage of the Bill may serve somewhat to 
offset ‘the psychological effects of what has 
‘been and.is occurring in-western Russia, 


‘There are undoubtedly many who loathe 
what took place in the early days of the 
Russian’ revolution, and also ‘the. various 
purges which took ‘place subsequently, — 
parenthetically it may be remarked that now, 
the view is coming to be accepted that when 
Stalin purged the Red Army he was in fact 
gelting rid of fifth colurnnists,—but what was 
done in Russia is as nothing compared with 
what the Germans have done, and are doing 
Jn the countries they have at present under 
thelr brutal heels. "Nothing the. Bolsheviks 
fever did can compare with the bestiality of 
the German treatment of: Poland, the per- 
secution of the Jews, the murderous destruc- 
lion of the heart of Rotterdam and the blood 
bath’ in ‘which the restless nations of the 
Balkans have recently been plunged. Tt may 
safely be said that France ‘has escaped -the 
same treatment ‘up. to the present simply 

Fecause Hitler “hopes, to secure advantages 
from the Vichy “Government, and is. con- 
sequently treading lightly. That alone pre 
vents France from becoming another -victin| 
of the studied brutality with which the Nazis 
feel, and seek ineffectually, to strike terror 
Into’ the hearts of their vietims. 

Is it any wonder that the Democracies 
accepted ‘Russia as an ally directly she com 
meneed. to offer resistance to an Invasion 
which represented the height of Hitlers 
treachery? 1s it any wonder that they should 
accept any help which ‘will assist them in 
elivering Europe, and perhaps the whole 
‘world from the beastly conception of. govern 
ment which Hitler plans to clamp down upon 
it should his use ot force lead him to ultimate 
victory?

"Ride back and bid King Harold to make 
ready for the fight. When Northmen tell the 
story of this day ‘they shall never say that 
Earl Tostig forsook Hardrada, the son 
of Sigurd. He, and I have one mind and 
‘one resolve, and that is either to die in battle, 
‘or to possess all England.” ‘That was the 
defiance of Harold's. brother prior to the 
battle outside York in which the English 
defeated the first invasion of England in 1068. 
It was while he was celebrating the victory. 
which followed that news was received of 
the landing of William of Normandy near 
Pevensey. " Duke William, as he landed, 
‘stumbled and fell. His staff looked gloomy: 
over what they considered a bad amen, but 








in| he, leaping gaily to his feet, revealed, his 


hands full of English soil. “What now?” he: 
exclaimed. “What astonishes you. I have 
taken selsin. of this land with my hands, 
‘and by the splendour of God! as far as it 
extends it is minc—it is yours.” That was 
‘on September 28. Harold, by forced marches. 
‘quickly reached London whence he despatch- 
ed a fleet of seven hundred vessels to prevent 
the escape of the Normans, having no doubt 
In his own mind that he ‘would dispose of 
‘them as he had of the Norwegian invaders. 
With a growing force of shire levies mostly 
without body armour and his own huscarles,| 
Harold's guards, he marched southwards to a| 
spot six miles from Hastings where he took. 
up a position on the top of a hill, with his: 
[back to the great forest of the Weald. It 
was before this position that Duke Wiliiam, 
who with his forces had been ravaging the 
country for the previous sixteen days, appear- 
fed on October 14. He was in command of 
‘a well-equipped army; not only of Norman 
vassals, but of barons, knights, and adven- 
turers,’ with archers and arblasters, heavy 
cavalry with armoured riders and even the 
infantry Mtted with defensive mail. From 





that point of view Duke William was un- 
ldoubtedly better off than was King: Harald, 
‘though it does not appear that that advantage 
‘was the overwhelming factor in the battle 
‘which ensued, but rather the trick by whieh 
‘the ‘Normans’ foreed the English to break 
‘their ranks when they were annihilated 
almost at will. The history of the fight is| 
too well known to need expansion here, but| 
from morning to night fail the battle raged, 
‘the English were defeated and the way 
‘opened for William to begin the work of the 
‘Norman Conquest. 

That was not to prove too dificult. Had 
Harold abided his ‘time while the English 
levies were pouring in, st 1s believed that 
‘eventually he would have faced the Norman. 
invader witha force of 100,000 men. But 





instead of advancing, had been spending his 
time pillaging the countryside, and Harold 
risked a battle to stop it. He was killed and 
his army practically wiped out, and there 
was apparently no one else able to exercise 
sufficient authority to form armies out of 
the levies which had not yet been used, so 
that from the night of October 14, Britain lay 
Idefenceless before the invader. save for some 
sporadic resistance which Wiliam found no 
reat difculty in suppressing. ‘That was not 

ie last time England was invaded, but it 
was the only one which met with ‘success, 
excepting, of course, that of William of| 
Orange, which, however was carried out at 
the invitation of an influential section of the 
‘English leaders who were able to make sure 
that there would be no resistance. 


What on opportunity Hitler missed in the 
summer of last year. ‘The British expedi- 
tionary force sent to France had been with- 
drawn, Teaving behind all, its equipment. 
‘There’ was comparatively litle available in 
Britain to re-equip the men and, practically 
speaking, from the ground up ‘the British 
‘Government had to build a new army, ‘There 
were no home guards ‘then and” from a 
military point of view Britain was almost 
ldetenceless, "True, she had her air force and 
favy, but the fact is that after the 
‘of France Britain’ on land was in 
such a position that if a substantial German 
force could have been landed the situation 
might very well have become serious.

fdestructive of life; he kills the living and 
destroys the desire 1 reproduce. In both 
[cases he registers his moral frustration. This 
war, then, is not simply another traditional 
battle between Britain and Germany ; neither 
is it just another example of human nature 
indulging in periodic war. To generalize, it 
fs a reflection on a mass scale of tho in- 
[dividual's disease. It bears all the marks of 
fa climax in the upward development of man 
towards, co-operation. We are, in other: 
words, “between two worlds, one dead and 
the other powerless to be born.” We have 
reached the end of an era and to survive 
the war we shall have to make vast and per- 
manent changes in our way of life. If we 
do not make these changes we shall fail to 
survive through a refusal to reproduce and 
some other species, ‘perhaps a race of sub- 
men, will arise fo take our place. The 
change from uncontrolied reproduction to the 
conscious control of births is as essential to 
‘2 rational world civilization as it is epochal 
But ‘unless we translate the unconscious de- 
mand for a co-operative rational civilization | 
into reality, then control means extinction. 

‘The end of the last war failed to reverse 
the birth-rate trend and so will this if it is 
but a military war followed by a traditional 
military peace. Thus, nat only are we fight- 
fing to survive in the sense of nationhood, but 
we are fighting to release that deep, Iong- 
frustrated desire in man to serve humanity 
and not self.
